A REVIEW OF THE TRADE YEAR FEBRUARY, 1933—JANUARY, 1934 
A NEW INDEX NUMBER 


In an article in the “ B.T.J.’’ dated March 2, 1933 
(page 326) a review was made of the course of retail 
trade in Great Britain during the two trade years ended 
January, 1932 and 1983, respectively, based on the 
statistics of such trade published monthly in the 
*B.T.J.’’ In the first part of the present article retail 
trade during the year ended January last is similarly 
reviewed, while the second part deals with a monthly 
index number of the value of retail trade sales which 
has now been compiled for the trade years 1932 and 


s 


1933. 


Since the statistics were first prepared in September, 
1930, the sample of retail trade covered by the returns 
has been considerably enlarged by the addition of new 
dasses of contributors. The aggregate value of: the 
sales of the concerns furnishing returns in the trade 
year ended January, 1934, amounted to nearly £250 
million, or about 10 per cent. more than the corre- 
sponding figure for the year ended January, 1932, and 
in view of the decline in the value of sales, resulting in 
part at any rate from falling prices, the increase over 
the two years in the volume of retail trade covered by 
the returns will have been appreciably greater than 
10 per cent. During this period the scope of the returns 
has been extended in particular by the addition of the 
Drapers’ Chamber of Trade of the United Kingdom and 
the London Furniture Trades’ Federation to the list 
of organisations which issue the schedules to their 
members, while a considerable number of other traders 
have agreed to collaborate. It is hoped that this in- 
crease may continue, and retailers not already con- 
tributing can obtain from the Incorporated Association 
of Retail Distributors or the Bank of England specimen 
forms and particulars of the methods used to secure 
secrecy for the returns. 


SALES 


The first table on page 398 shows the percentage com- 
parison of sales in each quarter of the past two years 
with those in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year. The outstanding feature of the total sales figures 
is the steady improvement shown since the second 
quarter of 1932-33. That quarter showed a decline of 
3 per cent. compared with a year earlier, but in suc- 
ceeding quarters the decline was progressively less (4:3, 
“7, 2:1, 1-7 and 0-4 per cent.), and in the fourth quarter 
of 1933-34 an actual increase of 3-6 per cent. was re- 
corded, with the result that the total for the past year 
teached the level of 1932-33. To what extent the recent 
increase in the money value of total sales was due to 
aa increase in the volume of purchases and to what 
extent to price movements cannot be estimated from 
the data available, but it would seem probable that 
a was some expansion in the volume of retail sales 
4St year. 


_ As regards sales in the non-food categories only, the 
Improvement was more marked than in the ease of total 
sales. In no quarter of the past year was a decline 
shown in comparison with the corresponding period of 
the previous year, while an increase of 5-0 per cent. 
was recorded for the fourth quarter and of 1°6 per cent. 
for the year asa whole. Sales of food and perishables 
showed a decline for the first two quarters of 1933-34 
of the same order as that recorded for each quarter of 
the preceding year, viz. about 3} per cent., but for the 
third quarter the decline was less (1°1 per cent.), and 
aN Increase of 2:2 per cent. was recorded for the fourth 
quarter; for the year as a whole the value of food sold 
was 1:4 per cent. below that of a year earlier. 


Food and Perishables.—In this category, which in the 
Year ended January last represented nearly 52 per cent. 
of the total value of sales, the changes in sales may be 
telated to the changes in the retail prices of food as 





recorded by the Ministry of Labour, but it should be 
noted (1) that as the Ministry of Labour figures relate 
only to those articles of food, and to those descriptions 
of each article, which are largely consumed by the 
working classes, the number of articles covered by the 
latter figures is much smaller than that covered by the 
sales figures, and (2) that since the Ministry of Labour 
figures are related to working-class dietary, on a pre- 
war basis, the weighting of the sales figures is probably 
materially different from that of the Ministry of Labour 
figures.

Though it is impossible to draw any very precise con- 
clusions from a comparison of the figures in the above 
table, it would appear fairly clear that while in the 
twelve months ended January, 1933, there was no con- 
siderable change, compared with the previous year, in 
the volume of food sold retail, the quantity of food sold 
in the year ended January, 1934, was appreciably 
greater than in either of the preceding two years. 


Other Merchandise.—Whereas in the twelve months 
ended January, 1933, each of the categories of non-food 
merchandise showed a decline in the value of sales in 
comparison with the previous year, only two cate- 
gories—sports and travel goods and miscellaneous— 
showed such a decline last year, and in both these cases 
the decline was less than that recorded for the previous 
year. Sales in the former category represent, however, 
only a small proportion of total sales, while the move- 
ment of the miscellaneous section cannot be regarded 
as significant. Hardware and fancy goods showed in- 
creases in each quarter of last year, the former pro- 
viding the largest increase (8-6 per cent.) for the year 
as a whole. The smallest increases (less than 1 per 
cent. in each case) for the twelve months ended 
January, 1934, were recorded for boots and shoes and 
piece-goods, and it may be noted that the latter section 
had shown by far the heaviest decline (10-3 per cent.) 
and the former category the next largest decrease (6°7 
per cent.) in the previous year. The increases in respect 
of the remaining categories ranged from 1°6 per cent. in 
the case of women’s wear to 3°8 per cent. in the case of 
furniture. While decreases were recorded for three or 
four categories in each of the first three quarters of last 
year, in the fourth quarter sports and travel. goods 
alone showed a decline. 


Areas.—The following table shows that in the year 
1933-34 sales in London (i.e., London Postal District) 
compared favourably with those elsewhere in all the 
main categories except furniture, and especially in 
sports and travel goods, boots and shoes, and piece- 
goods. The only category for which a decline was 
recorded in both geographical divisions was food and 
perishables.

As regards the separate areas, sales in Central and 
West-End London showed the largest increase (2°3 per 
cent.) relative to a year earlier, this being the only area 
for which an increase was recorded in each quarter of 
the year ended January, 1934. The South of England 
and Suburban London also showed increases (less than 
1 per cent. in each case) in comparison with the pre- 
vious year, while decreases of 0°6 per cent. and 1-4 per 
cent. respectively were recorded for Scotland and for 
Wales and North of England, the two areas for which 
the largest declines were recorded in the previous year. 
All areas showed an increase in the fourth quarter of 
last year compared with a year earlier. In the year 
1933-34, the proportion of food sales to total sales 
exceeded 60 per cent. in Scotland, the South of 
England and Suburban London, while in Central and 
West-End London the proportion was relatively quite 
small. 


STOCKS 


The second table on page 398 shows the percentage 
changes in the value of stocks at cost at the end of 
each month of the past trade year compared with a 
year earlier, and, for food and perishables, other mer- 
chandise and the total, the corresponding figures for 
the previous year. It should be noted that particulars 
regarding stocks are furnished by a smaller number of 
concerns than those who contribute the sales figures, 
and that, in particular, the cu-operative societies do 
not at present contribute to this section. This limita- 
tion also applies to the employment figures dealt with 
below. 


The changes in stocks, like those in sales, are affected 
by price changes, and it is therefore impracticable to 
indicate changes in volume as between one year and 
the next. The figures for total stocks during the past 
trade year show a continuous narrowing, month by 
month, of the difference between the value of the 1933 
and 1932 stocks, from a reduction of 8-1 per cent. in 
February to one of 0-6 per cent. in October and 
November. This tendency was interrupted in Decem- 
ber, when stocks were 1-9 per cent. lower in value than 
a year earlier, possibly as a result of the success of 
such end of season “* sales ’’ as began in that month. 
In January, 1934, the difference again narrowed to 
0-7 per cent. The relative movements of stocks in 
the non-food categories in the aggregate conformed 
generally to those of total stocks, but for three of the 
smaller categories—hardware, fancy goods and miscel- 
laneous—increases were recorded generally during the 
second half of the year, while stocks of boots and shoes 
were greater in value than a year earlier in each of the 
last three months of the trade year. The movements 
in the case of food were distinctive. Compared with a 
year earlier the decline varied between 1-0 and 2:8 per 
cent. for the first three months, and between 5-8 and 
6-8 per cent. from May to September; increases were 
recorded for the remaining four months, rising from 
1-2 per cent. in October to 2‘9 per cent. in January,

1934. As regards food stocks, however, it should be 
noted that, owing to the absence of information from 
the co-operative societies and to a shorter length of 
time during which food is kept in stock on the average 
stocks of food represent only a relatively small propor. 
tion of the total, and the sample of food stocks ig 
possibly not representative. 


The two London districts showed a decline in the 
value of total stocks, compared with a year earlier in 
each month of the past trade year, while increases 
were recorded for three or four months at the end of 
the year in the other three areas. 


IeMPLOYMENT 


During the past trade year there was, on the whole 
an increasing improvement in the total numbers em- 
ployed in establishments furnishing this information 
but, as already indicated, these figures may not be 
fully representative. In February, 1938, the number 
was the same as a year earlier, in March the increase 
was less than 1 per cent., from April to October the 
increase varied between 1:5 and 1-9 per cent., while for 
November, December and January increases of 3'0, 26 
and 2°6 per cent. were recorded. In Wales and the 
North of England the only month of the trade year in 
which the number employed was less than in the pre- 
vious year was February, 1933, and in Suburban 
London declines were recorded for February, April and 
October; in the remaining three areas an increase was 
shown for each month. On the whole the area showing 
the smallest improvement throughout the year was 
Suburban London, in which area there had been the 
largest decline during the preceding twelve months, 
The increase in employment in 1933-34 was most 
marked both in extent and consistency in Central and 
West End London and the South of England. The 
increase in the former area followed on a decline during 
the greater part of the previous year relative to 1932, 
buf in respect of the South of England and also for 
Scotland the increase recorded for each month of the 
past year was superimposed on an almost unbroken 
series of increases recorded for the previous year. 


INDEX NUMBER OF RETAIL SALES 


Thanks to the co-operation of those retailers who 
have become contributors, the attempt to measure 
retail trade has now reached the stage at which it has 
become possible to construct index numbers for each 
month of the last two years. For the first time com- 
parison of any one month with any other in this period 
is thus rendered possible, and a provisional measure 1s 
afforded of the extent of seasonal movements. The 
efforts of those who have supported the enterprise are 
greatly appreciated, and it is hoped that the results 
may now become of increasing value to retailers 
themselves. 


The table on page 399 gives index numbers for the 
average daily retail sales month by month throughout 
1932 and 1933. The index has been based on the aver- 
age daily sales during the whole year 1933. 


The number of returns received by the Bank of 
England varies from month to month, and the returns 
actually received do not all relate to a calendar month 
or to any one other fixed comparable period. It was 
therefore necessary for the purposes of the index to 
select a sample to be used as a base and reduce it 10 
a daily sales basis. The possibility of a continuous 
sample for comparison with this base was ruled out 
because :— 


(a) Even if the sample remained constant for some 
time, experience has shown that some fre- 
turns will always be delayed, and this would 
make it impossible to publish monthly index 
figures regularly and promptly; 


(b) The greater accuracy obtainable by reducing 
all returns to a daily sales basis would entail 
delay and involve extra labour which would 
not at present be justified. 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


The method adopted was to take out average daily 
sales for each month of 1933 and for the year as a whole 
for the largest sample of contributors obtainable. To 
make the sample as large as possible late returns were 
ysed, and extra returns were also obtained from some 
contributors. The sample thus formed comprised a 
slightly larger volume of sales than that to which the 
published figures related, and amounted to about £237 
million, or about 95 per cent. of the total sales (in- 
cluding all late-comers) reported to the Bank during 
1933. 


The base for the year 1933 was obtained by dividing 
the total sales of each contributor in the sample for the 
year by the total number of selling days reported by 
him, and totalling the results. The sales for each 
month of 1933, similarly reduced to a daily basis, were 
then expressed as a percentage of this base. The results 
are not absolutely precise, since, while most con- 
tributors reported the number of selling days, certain 
returns, e.g., those of the co-operative societies and 
some multiple shops, showed only the number of days 
on which a majority of the shops were open. It is not 
believed, however, that the error involved in using 
these returns in addition to those for which precise 
information is available is likely to have affected the 
index numbers to any appreciable extent. 


Index Numbers for 1932.—No attempt was made to 
enlarge or otherwise alter the sample of sales to which 
the published percentage comparisons of 1933 with 
1932 related, nor were the sales of these contributors in 
1932 reduced to a daily basis. It was considered that, 
even if that could have been done, these percentage 
figures would have been very little changed. The fact 
that, as from September, 1933, returns of selling days 
were being received from a sufficient number of con- 
tributors to make it possible to adjust closely the period 
covered by sales in each month from September in both 
years, gave assurance that no further adjustment was 
required for the last four months of 1932. As regards 
the first eight months of that year, nearly all differences 
of the number of working days in one month compared 
with the number in the corresponding month a year 
later, if of three days or more, had been adjusted at the 
time of publication, and it so happened that except as 
recards May and June the remaining differences were 
found to be small. The index numbers for May and 
June have been revised in the manner explained in the 
footnote to the table on page 399. This adjustment is 
not precise, and in any case the error in the figures for 
the two months, if taken together, may be neglected; 
the error introduced into the index numbers for the 
other months from January to August, 1932, is also in- 
appreciable. 


Index numbers were worked out by linking the 
numbers for corresponding months with the relation of 
the sume month to the whole year 1933. For example, 
the index number for January, 1932, was arrived at 
by linking its variation on January, 1933, to the varia- 
tion of January, 1933, on the whole year 1933. 


Index Numbers for 1934 and Subsequent Years.— 
During 1984 index numbers will be obtained in the 
same way, namely, by using the percentage relation- 
ship of sales in each month to those in the correspond- 
ing month of 1933 to determine the relationship of 
sales in each month of 1934 to the 1933 base, no 
attempt being made to calculate daily sales. Index 
numbers for 1935 will similarly be obtained from the 
telationship of sales in that year to those in 1934. This 
lnk method cannot be extended indefinitely without 
mtroducing a widening margin of error, owing to the 
fact that each percentage used in the link is only an 
approximation, and also owing to changes in the 
number of contributors. In the course of two or three 
years it will be necessary to analyse a fresh sample 
and establish a new base.

Monthly Index Numbers.—The index provides for 
the first time a measure of the seasonal movements 
which were known to be well marked. The index 
numbers for 1983 may, perhaps, be found to be fairly 
typical, as it was a year without any major disturb- 
ances likely to affect internal sales, though the index 
numbers for the later months are probably somewhat 
high in relation to the earlier months owing to the 
improvement in trade which took place in the course 
of the year. Average daily sales in December are 
clearly very much higher than in any other month of 
the year, being in each year some 30 per cent. above 
the general average. While there was a marked in- 
crease for both food and non-food merchandise, the 
increase over the general average is more than twice 
as great for the latter as for the former. The very high 
figure for food sales in December in Central and West 
End London will be noted. The sales of food in this 
area tend to be somewhat different in character from 
those in other areas, and evidently many persons who 
normally obtain their food supplies locally obtain some 
of their Christmas fare from the large stores in the 
West End of London. The sales of food in this area 
form a proportion of total sales much smaller than that 
for any other, and it is hoped that it may become 
possible at no distant date to strengthen the represen- 
tation of food sales in this district. 

The months with the smallest average daily sales are 
February and August, sales in August tending to be 
the smaller of the two, being some 15 per cent. below 
the average for the year as a whole. Other months 
having daily sales below the general average are March 
and September. January and July, the “ sales ”’ 
months, do not show the increase in value above the 
general average which might have been anticipated, 
and it would appear that the stimulus of such “‘ sales ”’ 
may be chiefly in volume, receipts being affected to a 
smaller extent than by Easter. ‘The activity of the 
later autumn months matches that of April and May. 

Apart from December, sales of food varied compara- 
tively little from month to month, the range of the 
index numbers being from 97 to 108 in 1932 and from 
94 to 103 in 1933, the highest of these index numbers 
in both years being recorded for April. Sales of non- 
food merchandise show much wider fluctuations, from 
73 to 108 in 1932 and from 75 to 105 in 1935. While 
sales of food tend to be about the same in July and 
August, a fall of roughly 30 per cent. between these 
months is recorded in each year for sales of non-food 
merchandise. 

The index numbers for Central and West End 
London show a somewhat greater fluctuation from 
month to month than do those for other areas, especi- 
ally low daily sales being recorded for this area in 
August and February. In Suburban London the in- 
creased sales of non-food merchandise in both Novem- 
ber and December are particularly noticeable, there 
being only one other month in each year with sales 
appreciably above the general average. The index 
number for sales in Scotland in June is markedly 
higher than that for any other area, while for Decem- 
ber the expansion of sales in Scotland is less than 
elsewhere. 

Average daily sales in the whole year 1933 differed 
but little from those in 1932, the maximum change for 
any area being a decline of 2 per cent. in Wales and 
the North of England. The largest decrease shown in 
the table was 3 per cent. in respect of sales of food in 
that area, and the largest increase one of 3 per cent. in 
sales of non-food merchandise in the South of England.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN JANUARY 


The trade returns of British India for the month of Janu- 
ary, 1934, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
an increase in the value of imports, while exports and re- 
exports recorded decreases, states a press note forwarded 
by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the Depart- 


ment of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 10,67 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 1,49 lakhs as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in January, 1934, was 
Rs. 6,89 lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs. 5,06 
lakhs in December, 1933, and Rs. 5,72 lakhs in January, 
1933. During the ten months ended January, 1934, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 68,35 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 53,46 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preceding 
fiscal year. The balance of remittances of funds in January, 
1934, was minus Rs. 10,22 lakhs and in the ten months 
April, 1933,-January, 1934, minus Rs. 39,38 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with January, 1933, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in January, 1934, decreased by Rs. 7 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,31 lakhs, imports of raw materials by Rs. 20 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,33 lakhs, while those of manufactured articles 
advanced by Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 7,75 lakhs. 


Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet), declined from 39,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 43 lakhs, to 26,000 tons, value at Rs. 26 lakhs. 
Arrivals of raw tobacco improved from 930,000 Ibs., valued 
at Rs. 93 lakhs, to 1,317,000 lbs., valued at Rs, 13 lakhs. 
Under provisions and oilman’s stores there was an increase 
of Rs. 1 lakh, due chiefly to larger imports of biscuits and 
cakes and condensed milk. Arrivals of rice not in the husk 
recorded an increase, having amounted to 20,000 tons 
(Rs. 11} lakhs), as compared with 5,000 tons (Rs. 4 lakhs) in 
January, 1933. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil declined by 
1-3 million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 4 lakhs in value. 
Imports of mineral oils other than kerosene dropped by 4:6 
million gallons and Rs. 9 lakhs and stood at 9:2 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 30 lakhs. Imports of coconut oil de- 
clined by 242,000 gallons in quantity and by Rs. 4 lakhs 
in value. Raw cotton (chiefly imported from Kenya Colony, 
Tanganyika Territory, Egypt and the United States) re- 
corded a decline of 250 tons in quantity and of Rs. 5 lakhs in 
value. 


Under manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 53 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn fell from 3-8 million lbs. to 2-6 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value. 
Under cotton piece-goods imports of grey goods fell from 31 
million yards, valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, to 12 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 18 lakhs, and those of white and coloured 
goods from 29 and 30 million yards, valued at Rs. 51 lakhs 
and Rs. 60 lakhs, to 21 and 24 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 41 lakhs and Rs. 50 lakhs, respectively. Under iron and 
steel there was an improvement of Rs. 16 lakhs, owing 
mainly to an increase under sheets and plates and steel 
bars. Imports of machinery and mill-work recorded an 
advance of Rs. 24 lakhs, due mainly to larger arrivals of 
electrical machinery and boilers. The number of motor cars 
imported amounted to 753 and that of motor lorries, buses 
and vans to 357. The value of motor cars imported in 
January, 1934, amounted to Rs. 15 lakhs, and that of motor 
lorries, buses and vans to Rs. 4 lakhs. There were noticeable 
increases under cutlery, hardware, implements and instru- 
ments (+ Rs. 8 lakhs), wrought copper (+ Rs. 6 lakhs), and 
dyes obtained from coal tar (+ Rs.— lakhs), while there 
were decreases under piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk 
(— Rs. 12 lakhs) and silk manufactures (— Rs. 5 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPORTS 


Compared with January, 1933, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in January, 1934, rose by Rs. 38 lakhs to Rs. 2,56 
lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, increased in 
quantity from 68,000 tons to 77,000 tons, but the value de- 
clined slightly from Rs. 52 lakhs to Rs. 51 lakhs. Exports of 
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tea dropped from 29 million lbs. to 25 million lbs. ip 
quantity, but the value rose from Rs, 1,27 lakhs to Rs. 1,64 
lakhs. Shipments of tobacco unmanufactured rose from 
about 1 million lbs., valued at Rs. 3 lakhs, to 1-8 million lbs,, 
valued at Rs. 5 lakhs. Exports of coffee advanced from 
6,000 cwts. (Rs. 4 lakhs) to 12,000 cwts. (Rs. 6 lakhs). 


Raw materials and produce exported declined by Rs, 63 
lakhs to Rs, 5,56 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton re. 
corded a decrease of 4,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 49 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 43,400 tons Japan 
took 11,700 tons, the United Kingdom 7,300 tons, China 
6,100 tons, Italy 5,000 tons, Germany 4,400 tons, France 
3,100 tons, Belgium 2,000 tons, Spain 1,000 tons, the Nether- 
lands 900 tons and Greece 500 tons, the remainder being 
dispatched mainly to French Indo-China and the United 
States. Consignments of raw jute increased from 63,000 tons 
to 66,000 tons in quantity but the value fell from Rs. 1,02 
lakhs to Rs. 91 lakhs. Exports of lac improved by 53,000 ewts. 
to 84,000 ewts. in quantity and by Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 31 
lakhs in value. Shipments of oilseeds declined from 79,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,17 lakhs, to 60,000 tons, valued at Rs. 
66 lakhs. Dispatches of groundnuts fell from 62,000 tons to 
34,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 92 lakhs to Rs. 35 lakhs 
in value. Linseed advanced considerably from 5,000 tons 
(Rs.6 lakhs) to 18,000 tons (Rs. 21 lakhs). Castorseed dropped 
from 7,000 tons, valued at Rs. 10 lakhs, to 2,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 2 lakhs. Shipments of raw wool advanced from 38 
million lbs., valued at Rs. 13 lakhs, to 7-4 million Ibs., 
valued at Rs. 25 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins 
rose by 1,300 tons in quantity and by Rs. 8 lakhs in value. 
{“xports of wolfram ore rose from 300 tons to 500 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 73 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw rubber recorded an improvement of 2:7 
million Ibs. in quantity and of Rs. 6 lakhs in value. 


Manufactured goods improved by Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 3,19 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported increased from 
74 millions to 84 millions and in value from Rs. 78 lakhs 
to Rs. 91 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and skins rose by 
700 tons in quantity and by Rs. 16 lakhs in value. ‘There 
was a decline of Rs. 10 lakhs in exports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures, while lead pig and paraffin wax recorded an 
improvement of Rs. 6 lakhs each. 


TRADE wito ForrEIGN CoUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
37 per cent. in January, 1933, to 41 per cent. in January, 
1934, and in exports from 26 to 36 per cent. The shares of 
Germany, Japan and the United States in the month under 
report were 9, 14 and 8 per cent., respectively, under 
imports, and 6, 7 and 10 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during the month of January, 1934, 
amounted, respectively, to 644,000 and 620,000 as against 
652,000 and 673,000 in December, 1933, and 656,000 and 
548,000 a year earlier. During the ten months ended 
January, 1934, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes totalled, respectively, 6,043,000 and 6,338,000, 
as compared with 5,791,000 and 5,912,000 in the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding fiscal year.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN JANUARY 


(From the British Embassy) 
PaRIs. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
January the value of imports from Great Britain amounted 
0 158 million francs., as against 155 million frs. in Janu- 
ary, 1933, an increase of 3 million frs., or 1:9 per cent. 
There was a rise in imports from Australia, Austria, Fin- 
land, Hungary, Japan (27 million frs., as against 8 million 
irs.), Poland, Turkey, the Union of South Africa and Yugo- 
lavia, but a fall in those from all other fereign countries 
‘parately classified in the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in January 
amounted to 139 million frs., as against 142 million frs., a 
fall of 3 million frs., or 2-0 per cent. There was a rise in 
«ports to Austria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Estonia, 
Finland, Italy, Latvia, Lithuania, Norway, Poland, 
Roumania, Soviet Union, Sweden, Switzerland and Yugo- 
lavia, but a fall in those to all other foreign countries 
separately classified. SENS 

The value of French imports from foreign countries in 
January amounted to 1,798 million frs., as against 2,013 
million frs. in January last year, a fall of 215 million frs.

SPAIN 
THE TRADE OUTLOOK 


Improvement in internal conditions seemed to take a turn 
owards greater steadiness between August and October of 
st year, and financial and business people and industrialists 
gnerally began to experience a spirit of greater cheerfulness 
than during the previous two years, *writes the British 
(ommercial Counsellor at Madrid. 

The revival of a mood of moderate optimism was shown 
ly the somewhat larger volume of business transactions 
shich began to be made about that time, slight increases in 
lank clearings, and a greater firmness, with a tendency to 
ising prices in Stock Exchange securities.

Export TRADE 


Exports in 1932, excluding nationalised goods and specie, 
amounted to £1,083,987, as compared with £1,235,597 im 
1931, while the total for the first six months of 1933 was 
£291,370, as against £479,979 in the same period of 1932. 
The chief exports in 1932 were: groundnuts, £267,019 
(£226,772 in 1931); sugar, £218,780 (£226,125); copra, 
£194,929 (£219,778) ; sisal, £114,156 (£166,378); fresh fruit, 
£45,402 (£80,885); cotton, raw, £42,784 (£52,019); sesame, 
£36,993 (£28,982); and caju nuts, £30,588 (£32,950). 


Foreign countries took 83-14 per cent. of the total exports 
of the Colony’s products, Portugal taking 14-10 per cent., 
and Portuguese Possessions, 2:76 per cent.

Improvement in internal conditions seemed to take a turn 
towards greater steadiness between August and October of 
last year, and financial and business people and industrialists 
generally began to experience a spirit of greater cheerfulness 
than during the previous two years, *writes the British 
Commercial Counsellor at Madrid. 

The revival of a mood of moderate optimism was shown 
by the somewhat larger volume of business transactions 
which began to be made about that time, slight increases in 
bank clearings, and a greater firmness, with a tendency to 
rising prices in Stock Exchange securities. The improve- 
ment continued and, indeed, showed gradually greater firm- 
ness up to the end of the year, and there seems every possi- 
bility that if political stability be maintained there will 
take place a certain improvement in Spanish economic con- 
ditions, opening up wider markets than those which have 
been available to United Kingdom exporters for the past 
two or three years. 

Any real return to those conditions which it has been 
agreed shall be called ‘‘ normal ’’ is not to be expected, how- 
ever, until the industrial states which constitute Spain’s 
markets for her products have themselves attained more 
prosperous times. The vast exports of iron and mineral 
ores from Spain can only be resumed when the industrial 
countries have extended their purchases in this direction ; 
while the lessening of unemployment in the United Kingdom 
and other European countries, which may now perhaps be 
expected with the passage of time, will bring to Spain a 
greater demand for fruit and other agricultural products. 

Without any desire to siress the dominant note of 
moderate optimism which is being heard in business circles 
at the present time, it may perhaps be permissible to en- 
courage United Kingdom traders to look for gradual in- 
ceases in the possibilities for marketing their goods in 
Spain during the present year. 

There should now be no difficulty in United Kingdom ex- 
porters receiving prompt payment from Spain for goods 
exported. At the same time the previous liability of United 
Kingdom mining companies established in Spain to hand 
over to the Spanish Exchange Office the whole of the foreign 
moneys received in payment of products exported from Spain 
has heen cancelled, thus enabling the companies to deal 
freely with the foreign exchange received by them in pay- 
ment of their exports. It has also been arranged that remit- 
tances to the United Kingdom for the payment of interest 
on loans and dividend on share capital should not be 
impeded. 

PRINCIPAL IMPORT SOURCES 


It is significant that the United Kingdom and France 
are the two most important countries whose trading opera- 
tions with Spain result in a debit balance of trade to both 
of them. In the case of the United Kingdom, imports from 
Spain during the first nine months of 1933, according to the 
Board of Trade figures, amounted to £7,925,000, whereas 
United Kingdom exports and re-exports to Spain are given 
as £3,392,000. Thus trading operations between the two 
countries for the first nine months of 1933 gave a debit 
balance for the United Kingdom of something more than 
44 million. Such a large balance in favour of Spain is 
shown by no other country. 

A table made of the percentage of Spain’s imports from 
the principal supplying countries shows that in 1932 the 
United States was the largest single supplier with 16-4 per 
tent. of Spain’s total imports to her credit. In that year 
the United Kingdom held 10-6 per cent., Germany 10-26 
per cent., and France 7-6 per cent. The percentages of all 
these countries for a run of years shows that there is a 
tendency for their joint share of Spain’s total imports to 
diminish. The percentage held by these four countries in 
1913 was 56-3 and this has sunk successively to 55-2 in 1927 
and 44-8 in 1932. 

Despite this fact, showing as it does that Spain is turning 
to other sources of supply for a larger proportion of her 
imports, it does seem that the United Kingdom should be 
able to take a larger share in this trade, instead of which 
the percentage since the year 1929 shows progressive diminu- 
ions, in company, it is true, with the shares of the United 
States and France. Perhaps in the near future some deter- 
mined effort will be made to alter this state of affairs. 
Spanish imports of United Kingdom coal have been de- 
lining for many years, in consonance with the total imports

SWITZERLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1933

The adverse balance of Swiss foreign trade fell from 
961-7 million francs in 1932 to 741-7 million frs. in 1933. Ex- 
ports covered 53:5 per cent. of the value of imports as com- 
pared with 45:4 per cent. in the preceding twelve months 
and 59-9 per cent. in 1931. The volume of imports con- 
tinued its retrogressive movement, falling below the figures 
for 1932, which were the lowest on record since the war. 
The following table shows the fluctuations in the balance of 
Swiss foreign trade from 1928 to 1933:—

In weight, imports totalled 8,175,603 tons, as compared 
with 8,598,869 tons in 1932 and 8,955,363 tons in 1931. 
Exports showed a slight increase as regards both weight and 
value and amounted to 487,220 tons and 852-7 million frs., 
as against 454,646 tons and 801-0 million frs. 

After deduction, however, of the figures for transit and 
finishing trade, which since January 1, 1933, have been com- 
prised in the general trade figures, the net figure for im- 
ports shows a decrease since 1932 of 250-2 million frs. 
(14-2 per cent.) and amounts to 1,512-5 million frs., while 
that for exports registers a decline since the previous year 


‘of 48-1 million frs, (6:1 per cent.), leaving a net figure of 


752-9 million frs. The fluctuations in respect of weight 
have proved less marked: as regards imports there was a 
decline of 4:4 million quintals (— 5-1 per cent.), and as 
regards exports an increase of 200,000 quintals (+ 3-9 per 
cent.), the latter being largely due to the quantity of heavy 
goods exported. 

The excess of imports over exports showed a satisfactory 
decrease as compared with 1932 (— 21 per cent.). It is 
claimed that the reduction of the adverse balance in Swiss 
foreign trade by over 200 million frs. has been due to the 
energetic measures adopted by the Swiss authorities. By 
their policy of quota restrictions they had tried to make it 
clear that certain countries cannot increase or even stabilise 
the volume of their exports to Switzerland without being 
forced in return to purchase more Swiss goods. 

The following figures show the modifications which have 
taken place during the last three years, as regards both 
imports and exports of the three principal categories of 
goods, viz.: foodstuffs (including forage), raw materials 
and manufactures :—

MoveEMENTS OF BULLION 


Imports of bullion amounted in value to 634-4 million 
frs., as compared with 823-8 million frs. in 1932 and 933-8 
million frs. in 1931. Exports showed a striking increase, 
in comparison with the two previous years and totalled 
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846-7 million frs., as against 106-1 million frs. in the pre- 
ceding year, and 14-1 million frs. in 1931.

The major portion of both imported and exported bullion 
was for banking transactions, and as such was not included 
in the general statistics. Unwrought gold amounting in 
value to 41-2 million frs. in respect of imports, and 33:8 
in that of exports, is, however, to be found in the general 
list of Swiss imports and should therefore be deducted from 
the foregoing totals. 


Import TRADE 


The imports of merchandise showed an increase as regards 
certain raw materials for industrial purposes, viz., raw 
cotton and silk, hides and skins, pig iron, copper and 
aluminium. ‘There was a considerable decline as regards 
imports of cereals, animal foodstuffs, timber, minerals, raw 
wool, rubber, instruments and apparatus and chemicals. 
An increase in quantity and a decrease in value are to be 
seen in respect of imports of motor vehicles, technical fats, 
machinery, flax, tobacco, vegetables and fruits. 

As compared with 1932, imports of motor vehicles in- 
ereased by 656 cars (— 3-8 million frs.), purchases from the 
United States were considerably smaller than in the pre- 
ceding year; while, on the other hand, more cars were ob- 
tained from Great Britain and still more from Germany. 

The decline in the total of imports is due, no doubt, to 
a great extent to the general fall in the price of commodities. 


Export TRADE 


As regards exports, in spite of the inclusion of the figures 
for the finishing and transit trade, there are a number of 
items which show a decrease not only in comparison with 
1931 (a more favourable year), but also with the preceding 
twelve months. Among these, the textile and the food- 
stuffs branches (the figures for the latter are not affected by 
the ‘‘ trafic de perfectionnement ’’) are particularly hard 
hit. The following table gives the figures for the principal 
categories of Swiss exports for the last three years :—

DIRECTION OF TRADE 


The change in direction of Swiss foreign trade shows a 
particularly striking decline in respect of purchases frop 
overseas countries. Whereas the total figures for Swigg 
imports (inclusive of those for the “‘ trafic de perfectionne. 
ment ’’), amounting to 1,594-5 million frs., have decreaseg 
by 168-2 million frs. since the previous year (— 9-5 per cent.) 
those for imports from overseas countries are responsible ‘es 
a decline of 85°8 million. frs. (— 21-5 per cent.) and total 
only 313-5 million frs. Imports from European countries 
fell by 82-4 million frs. (— 6 per cent.) and amounted to 
1,280°9 million frs. On the other hand, the sale of Swiss 
products in Europe increased by 2°8 per cent. 

A decrease is to be observed in respect of the usual adverse 
balance in Switzerland’s trade with the following principal 
customers and buyers: Germany, France, Italy, the United 
States, Belgium, Holland, Spain, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
Roumania, Canada and Argentina. The excess of imports 
over exports showed an increase in Switzerland’s trade with 
Hungary, the Soviet Union and British India. The favour. 
able trade balance with Sweden and China was not only 
maintained but improved, while the adverse balance jp 
respect of Brazil became favourable. The most marked 
change in the direction of Swiss foreign trade is to be 
observed with regard to Great Britain, where the large 
balance in favour of Switzerland has been transformed into 
a slightly adverse balance. In 1929 Switzerland was still 
selling 122 million frs. more of goods to Great Britain than 
she bought from her; in 1930 there were still 30 million frs, 
in her favour; in 1932 only 7-9 million frs. and in the year 
under review British imports exceeded Swiss exports by 
3-0 million frs.

TREBIZOND HAZEL NUT CROP 


The British Consul at Trebizond reports that exports of 
hazel nuts during the period January 1 to July 31, 1933 
(the balance of the 1932 crop), amounted to 2,296,400 kilogs., 
of which 1,099,040 kilogs. went to Germany, 618,240 kilogs. 
to Italy, 256,160 kilogs. to the United States, 205,520 kilogs. 
to Turkey and 117,440 kilogs. to France. 

As regards the exports during the period August 1 to 
December 31 last (part of the 1933 crop) the total exports 
were 4,187,440 kilogs. The chief recipients were Germany, 
1,873,920 kilogs.; Italy, 1,290,640 kilogs.; France, 436,640 
kilogs.; the United States, 150,560 kilogs.; the United 
Kingdom, 110,080 kilogs. ; Holland, 94,160 kilogs. ; Belgium, 
61,520 kilogs.; Argentina, 39,200 kilogs.; Turkey, 36,960 
kilogs.; and Egypt, 36,480 kilogs. Smaller quantities went 
rs Denmark, Palestine, Norway, Roumania, Sweden and 

syria. 

As the 1933 hazel nut crop in the Trebizond region is 
estimated at 220,000 kantars or about 11 million kilogs. 
(unshelled), the above total of 4,187,440 kilogs., obtained 
from 7,640,000 kilogs. unshelled hazel nuts, is stated to 
represent nearly 70 per cent. of the crop, leaving on Janv- 
ary 1, 1934, an unsold balance of 3,360,000 kilogs. of un 
shelled hazel nuts. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 19338 


(From the British Embassy) 
WASHINGTON 


Statistics issued by the United States Department of 
Commerce relating to the foreign trade of the United 
States during the year 1933 show an increase in the total 
dollar value of both imports and exports over those of the 
preceding year, a somewhat diminished favourable trade 
balance, activity at the close of the year contrary to the 
usual seasonal trend, and a seeming tendency not only of

export but also of import trade to move upwards in 
sympathy with the progressive depreciation of the dollar in 
gold and sterling. 


Comparative statistics of foreign trade of 1933 expressed 
in dollars can have but a relative validity owing to the 
change and fluctuations which occurred in the standard of 
yralue itself. Their interpretation must depend on the sig- 
nificance and weight which may be attached to the variation 
of the value of the dollar in terms of gold, of sterling or 
of domestic prices, the last two of which have themselves 
varied. in the circumstances which prevailed in 1933 
when the domestic price level did not rise in correspondence 
vith the depreciation of the currency, and for domestic 
purposes the dollar remained a dollar, it is on the whole 
permissible to accept the current American view that the 
gcond half of 1933 witnessed a ‘‘ real ’’ recovery in both 
export and import trade, reversing the heavy progressive 
downward trend of both which set in from 1929. 


The value of exports in 1933 was 1,675 million dols., as 
ompared with 1,611 million dols, in 1932, while imports 
rose to 1,449 million dols. from their previous level of 
1,323 million dols. Such is the trade picture taking 1933 
asa whole; but significant fluctuations occurred during the 
curse of the year. In the first six months of 1933 the 
value of exports was 20-3 per cent. smaller than in the 
orresponding period of 1932, and the decrease in imports 
was 20°7 per cent. In the second half of 1933 the situation 
yas completely reversed when values of exports and imports 
showed increases of 30-4 per cent. and 48:8 per cent., re- 
spectively, over their 1932 equivalents. The figures for the 
last six months, viewed in comparison with those of the 
irst half of 1933, registered an advance of 50°3 per cent. 
in exports and 44-8 per cent. in imports. 


EXPANSION OF TRADE 


The expansion of trade from the extremely low level pre- 
vailing in the first quarter of 1933 is stated by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce to have been influenced by the rising 
level of domestic and foreign business activity and by the 
depreciation in dollar exchange. The latter brought with 
it, in the second and third quarters, immediate purchases of 
foreign goods stimulated by the belief in still higher dollar 
prices for foreign merchandise, with a resultant increase 
of 100 per cent. in the seasonally adjusted index of import 
values for the period April to August. During this same 
period the export trade also increased, but by a smaller 
amount, the adjusted index of export values registering a 
rise over April of 48 per cent. in July and 31 per cent. in 
August. It is pointed out that although, during the period 
inquestion, the decline in dollar exchange lowered American 
commodities in price to foreign buyers, there was some 
tendency for buyers to withhold purchases in the expecta- 
tion of still lower dollar prices, and some reluctance to sell 
on the part of United States exporters in view of exchange 
uncertainties. From August to November the adjusted 
index of export values for that season rose while that of 
import values declined 20 per cent. This trend continued 
in December when the export index advanced 14 per cent. 
and the import index, exclusive of wines and _ spirits, 
declined 4 per cent. 


IMPORTS AND Exports 


Moving contrary to the seasonal trend December figures, 
both import and export, increased over the November totals 
—4 per cent in each case. The gain in exports was made up 
of larger shipments of a wide range of commodities (all 
but three of the eleven major classifications registered in- 
creased values in December), but the increase in imports 
resulted almost exclusively from heavy receipts of wines 
and spirits. The principal export commodities showing in- 
creases in December were tobacco, wheat, automobiles, furs 
and manufactures, sawmill products, canned fruits, cotton 
cloth, iron and steel semi-manufactures, steel mill products, 
agricultural machinery and copper. Apart from an increase 
of ten million dols. in imports of wines and spirits, Decem- 
ber increases in imports also covered fur and manufactures, 
vegetables and preparations, coffee, cane sugar from the 
Philippines petroleum products, and tin bars, blocks and 
pigs. Important December decreases in imports were cane 
sugar from Cuba, oilseeds, vegetable oils, cotton manufac- 
tures, unmanufactured silk and paper base stocks. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


The United Kingdom continued to be the largest buyer of 
American products in 1933 with purchases of 311,731,908 


dols., as against 288,325,878 dols. in 1932, while imports 


from the United Kingdom were valued at 111,214,788 dols.,

as against 74,631,108 dols. in 1932. Canada, the second 
largest market, was one of the few countries to which ex- 
ports declined, from 241,351,492 dols. in 1932 to 210,525,727 
dols. in 1933, whereas imports from Canada increased from 
174,100,507 dols. in 1932 to 185,124,647 dols. in 1933. The 
values of imports from and exports to principal countries in 
1933 were as follows:

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE:

The Import Duties (Exemptions) No. 4 Order, 1934 (S.R. 
& O. 1934, No. 215), issued by the Treasury on the recom- 
mendation of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, pro- 
vides for the addition to the Free List of sound track nega- 
tives complementary to negative cinematograph films which, 
for the purposes of the Customs duties charged on cinemato- 
graph films by Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1925, are treated 
as if they were blank film. 


Films taken abroad by British enterprise are already ad- 
mitted at a rate of duty considerably lower than that charge- 
able on foreign productions. The present Order relieves 
from duty the sound track negatives complementary to such 
films, in the interests of the British film industry.

DRAWBACK ON CASTORSEED 


The Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 2) Order, 1934 (S.R. 
& O. 1934, No. 214), issued by the Treasury on March 8, 
1934, on the recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee, provides, under Section 9 of the Finance Act, 
1932, for the allowance of drawback of Customs duties for a 
period of twelve months in respect of castorseed used in the 
manufacture of exported castor oil. Following the im- 
position in March, 1932, of the general ad valerem duty on 
castorseed there has been a great reduction in the imports 
of foreign seed into the United Kingdom, and it is repre- 
sented that the removal of the British buyer from the market 
has materially contributed to the fall in the world price of 
foreign seed to a level which gives the foreign seed crushers 
an advantage over British crushers in the export markets for 
castor oil. 

The granting of drawback will substantially restore to 
the British crushers economic freedom in the choice of seed 
required for their export trade in castor oil, which, in 
1933, amounted to nearly £250,000.

PERIODICALS, CATALOGUES, TRADE LISTS AND ADVERTISING

per lb. as from March 8 the duty on certain out-of-date 
periodicals, recently removed from the Free List, and im- 
posing as from the same date additional duties on certain 
catalogues, trade lists and advertising material.

CANADA 
VALUATION OF FLANNELETTE 


A Supplement to Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 3789, issued 
on January 10 by the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue, states that, with effect from that date, the fixed 
valuations* for duty purposes of flannelette imported from 
foreign countries, as set forth in Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 
3789, are not to apply to imports of flannelette ‘‘ remnants ”’ 
measuring less than two yards in length. 


APPLICATION OF EXCISE TAXES ON 
SUGAR, ETC. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner, Montreal, reports by 
telegraph, that, with effect from March 12, the Canadian 
Excise taxes of 1 cent per pound on glucose or grape sugar, 
and of 2 cents per pound on sugar, syrups or substitutes 
therefor are to apply to goods entering the Dominion under 
Tariff Items 23 and 141,+ according to the quantity of such 
sugar, syrups, glucose, etc., contained in these goods.

CYPRUS 
REPEAL OF PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION 
OF FLOUR 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order-in. 
Council, No. 1568, dated February 1, which revokes an 
Order-in-Council of June 5, 1933, under which the importa- 
tion of flour into Cyprus was prohibited, except under 
licence (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 29, 1933, page 988). 


GRENADA 
AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 2, 1933 (page 644), it should be 
noted that Regulations No. 1 of 1934 made by the Governor- 
in-Council on January 30 amend the previous Preference 
Regulations by providing that, for the purpose of Customs 
Tariff preference in Grenada, optical glass and optical 
elements, whether finished or not, microscopes, field and 
opera glasses, theodolites, sextants, spectroscopes and other 
optical instruments and component parts thereof, shall not 
be deemed to be manufactured in the British Empire unless 
at least 75 per cent. of their total value is the result of 
labour within the British Empire. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 24) Order, 1934, which provides 
for the following changes in Customs duties on goods im- 
ported into the Irish Free State on and after March 3. 


(a) The imposition of a Customs duty of 75 per cent. 
ad valorem on the following articles which are, in the 
opinion of the Revenue Commissioners, made of iron or 
steel or of a combination of iron and steel: 


(i) bolts, set screws, and metal thread screws of which

FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
EXCHANGE CONTROL: CERTIFIED INVOICES 


The Argentine Exchange Control Regulations promulgated 
in November last provided, inter alia, that on declaring 
goods at the Customs importers must furnish, in addition 
to the usual documents, a copy of the commercial invoice 
bearing the Argentine Consular visa. This requirement was 
not, however, enforced, and a Decree of the Ministry of 
Finance authorised the acceptance, until February 28, of 
worn statements as to value made by the importer. A 
further Decree has now been issued extending to May 31 the 
period during which the importer’s sworn statement will be 
accepted in lieu of the commercial invoice with consular visa. 


Consular certificates of origin are still required. 


DENMARK 
EXCISE DUTIES ON BUTTER, MARGARINE 
AND CERTAIN EDIBLE OILS AND FATS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Copen- 
hagen has forwarded a translation of a Law dated Decem- 
ber 13, 1933, which came into force immediately on publica- 
tion and will remain in force until October 31, 1934, 
whereby the Minister of Agriculture is empowered to im- 
pose Excise Duties on butter, margarine, certain oils used 
in the manufacture of margarine and other edible oils. 
When levied the new duties will be imposed as follows :— 


On butter sold in Denmark 35 ore per kilog.; in such 
weeks as the Copenhagen butter quotation is below Kr, 1-75 
per kilog. the excise duty will be increased by the amount 
by which the quotation is below Kr. 1-75 per kilog., and, 
conversely, when the quotation is above Kr. 2-15 per kilog. 
the duty will be reduced by the amount by which the quota- 
tion exceeds Kr. 2-15 per kilog. Export of butter from 
Denmark may only take place through authorised ex- 
porters and under specified conditions. The import into 
Denmark of butter, milk and cream may be prohibited. 


On animal and vegetable oils and fats (except pig fat and 
tallow) imported into Denmark and used in the manufac- 
ture of margarine, margarine cheese, fat emulsions (Ermol, 
éte.), compound lard, palmin and edible oils, and also when

used in the manufacture of other products sold in competi- 
tion with the excisable products mentioned, 30 ore per kiiog. 
A similar excise duty will be levied on all oils and fat stuffs 
produced in Denmark which are not exclusively manufac- 
tured from pig fat and tallow insofar as they are utilised 
in the manufacture of the abovementioned products,

The import into Denmark of margarine, margarine cheese 
and fat emulsions (Ermol, etc.), compound lard, palmin and 
similar products in which oils and fat stuffs are used may be 
prohibited. 


BELGIUM 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (FRESH 
APPLES) 


The ‘‘Moniteur Belge’’ of February 27 contains a 
Decree, dated February 16, which reduces the duty on fresh 
apples imported into Belgium between April 1 and 
August 31 in packages weighing over 15 kilogs. and not 
exceeding 20 kilogs. from 172-50 to 25 frs. per 100 kilogs.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period March 11 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 140-02 per 
cent.

TRADE IN BUTTER, MARGARINE, ETC. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for February 25 contains a 
Decree, dated February 23, which lays down revised regula- 
tions regarding the manufacture, importation and trade in 
butter, margarine, and similar fats in Spain. 


The present regulations, which are more stringent than 
those hitherto in force, provide, inter alia, that the words 
‘‘manteca ’’ or ‘* mantequilla ’’ (butter) are to be reserved 
for the product derived exclusively from the milk of cows. 


Fatty products prepared from milk of any other kind will 
be described by the word ‘‘ manteca ”’ followed by the name 
of the animal from which the milk was derived: ‘‘ manteca 
de cabra”’ (goat’s butter), ‘‘ manteca de oveja’’ (sheep’s 
butter), etc. 


Other fatty substances such as lard which have hitherto 
been described as ‘‘ manteca’”’ are to be designated as 
‘‘ grasas ”’ with the name of the animals from which they 
were derived, e.g. “‘ grasa de cerdo”’ (lard). 


The description ‘‘ margarine ’’ will be applicable to all 
other fatty products which resemble butter (manteca) and 
which are destined for human consumption, whether they are 
made from animal or vegetable fats, greases or oils, pure or 
mixed together. 


The mixture of butter with margarine and with any other 
fatty product is prohibited. The colouring of margarine is 
also prohibited.

SWITZERLAND 


TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY WITH 
POLAND) 


As was notified in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ an additional 
Protocol to the Swiss-Polish Treaty of June 26, 1922, was 
signed on February 3 and came into force on February 28. 
Particulars of the reductions of Polish Customs duties re- 
sulting from the Protocol were given in the abovementioned 
notice.

TURKEY 


IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary at Istanbul has forwarded 
particulars of a Decree (No. 2/148), dated February 19, 
introducing the Turkish import quotas for the period April 
to September. The new quota lists have been drawn up in 
accordance with the Tariff modifications introduced by Law 
No. 2255 of May 31 last (see the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of June 2 
(pages 999-1000) ). They exhibit a tendency to reduce the 
number of items for which there is fixed a general quota, not 
divided among supplying countries, and to add to the items 
covered by Lists A (goods admitted without restriction from 
all sources), F (goods admitted in excess of the quotas with 
the approval of the Minister of Health, up to a total of 
£T.600,000 for the six months, this amount not to include 
essential medicaments), M (quotas divided among supplying 
countries), and V (goods for which a licence must be obtained 
from the competent Ministry before they are ordered). 


The Ministry of Economy is empowered, on giving 40 days’ 
notice, to reserve the unrestricted import of certain goods 
covered by List A to goods from countries 


(a) Having a clearing agreement with Turkey ; 


(b) Whose general exchange is in favour of Turkey, pro- 
vided their imports into Turkey do not exceed their exports 
therefrom ; 


(c) Which, having accepted the principle of the balance of 
payments, have not established any restriction on imports 
from Turkey. 


Among the goods affected by this provision are certain 
woollen and cotton yarns, jute sacks, pneumatic tyres and 
tubes for motors, blackplate and tinplate, tin, copper 
sulphate, etc. 


In respect of certain articles for which general quotas are 
fixed, unrestricted entry is allowed for goods from countries 
fulfilling conditions (a), (b) or (c) above. The articles 
affected include hair tissues, galvanised, tinned, etc., iron, 
nickel cutlery, gramophone needles, weighing machines, oil 
paints in bulk packings, etc. 


Quotas under List M have been allotted for April to June 
only. Those for the succeeding quarter will be published on 
May 20. As hitherto, the quotas fixed are trebled for coun- 
tries having clearing agreements with Turkey. 


The Decree does not refer to the system under which an 
additional quantity of double the fixed quota (or the same 
amount as the quota in the case of goods covered by List M) 
may be imported provided the value thereof is deposited 
with the State Bank in Turkish currency before the goods 
are withdrawn from the Customs, and that the correspond- 
ing foreign exchange will not be issued by the Bank until 
after six months, but as this system is fixed by the Decree 
governing the quotas for the previous six months, to which 
the present Decree is an annex, it will presumably continue 
to operate. 


The actual quota lists have not yet been received, but de- 
tails of the treatment accorded to various goods of more 
particular interest to United Kingdom exporters will be 
published as soon as they are available.
